W. Tate, wife of Kentucky's late de- 
faulting state treasurer, is dying of 
consumption at her home in this city. 
Her husband, since his night in 1SS7, 
has been an exile and is sir-posed to 
be in Japan. 
The great desire of Mrs. 


Tate and the people of Frankfort, with 
whom Tate was a prime favorite, was 
that Gov. Brown should pardon the 
fugitive1, that he mightreturn \fi his 
family before the death of himself or 
wife. 
Realizing her time was short, 


Mrs. Tate sent for tiie governor last 
•week to make a personal appeal for 
pardon, but the governor, anticipating 
her object and to avoid the painful in- 
terview, declined to go and it is certain 
that he will not be pardoned by the 
present executive. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—The inter- 


ruption in the tariff debate caused by 
the death of Senator Vance, of North 
Carolina, over whose body funeral ser- 
vices were held in the senate Monday, 
postponed until Tuesday the speech 
upon the tariff bill which has been pre- 
pared by Senator Smith, of New Jer- 
sey.

tional than that which was uttered by 
his fellow-discontented democrat, Scna- 
tor Hill, of New York.

tably the pottery nnd silk (in the first 
of which items he has the entire sym- 
pathy of Senator Urice), are threatened 
by the proposed radical reduction, oi 
duties. 
It is probable that Senator 


Smith will also follow the example of 
Senator Hill in giving voice to a gen- 
eral criticism of the Cleveland adminis- 
tration. 


The sugar men, who have been con- 


gratulating themselves since last Fri- 
day over the promise inade by the dem- 
ocratic tariff tinkers that they would 
be allowed to write their own schedule 
in the tariff bill il they would with- 
draw their opposition to that iniqui- 
tous measure, are exhibiting signs of 
unrest 
They have discovered that 


similar propositions

'than all, that it is the determination 
of democratic managers to retain the 
income 'tax.

voted for free sugar, it is feared this 
fact will influence the senate conferees 
in their efforts to secure an agreement 
between the two houses should the bill 
pass the senate. 


The dangers to the sugar schedule 


are so great und so apparent that tho 
sugar men fear they are being tricked. 
They are, therefore, much disturbed as 
to the prospects of legislation granting 
a discriminating duty as great as is de: 
sired by the trust for refined sugar, and 
this condition of affairs is not improved 
in their opinion by the expressions of 
disapproval as to the reported agree- 
ment from sundry democratic senators 
who threaten to combine with the re- 
publicans and repudiate it, as far as 
they can, by voting to place all sugars

She worships no invisible divin- 
ity and has no theoretical doctrines, 
but she tenches her people that if they 
live honestly and relieve the sick and 
unfortunate they will be rewarded. 


"Years ago, when the islands -vvere 


tho property 
of Russia, a Russian 


trader came to the islands to exchange ... 
his merchandise for sealskins and the 
fur of tho silver gray fox. He fell in 
lovo with an Aleutian maiden, the- 
belle of the island, arid in the due' 
course of time they were married. 
The trader and his dusk}' wife made 
many voyages between the island and 
Russian ports, but one day they were 
brought, from their ship to one of the 
Alaska Commercial company's huts, - 
both very ill with n terrible fever. \ 
With them were two little twin girls, 
who.se exuberant health and spirits 
were a sad contrast to the condition of 
their parents. 
The next day. their 


mother died. 
Ilei- husband was at the 


point of death, but when his dying1 
wife was brought to his bedside and. 
asked him to give their children.to her 
parents he feebly assented. When the 
; 


funeral of his wife was taking-place 
he too died, and the two little orphans 
were roin6ved to the home of their 
grandmother.. 


"Their lives were uneventful until -

'Of all tactful royal personages there 
is no one that saines more brilliantly 
in this particular than the prince of 
Wales, whose unquestioned power and 
predominant influence in English so; 
ciety and over English life are entirely 
owing to the delicate tact with which 
they are exercised, liow exquisite is 
this tact may be gathered, says a writ1 
er in the -New York Tribune, from the 
circumstance that, although the prince 
is approaching his sixtieth, year and 
has been the most conspicuous public 
figure in English life for the past four 
decades^always in full glare of the 
prying gaze of the people, and without 
scarcely a day's privacy—yet up to the 
present moment no one, not even 
among his dearest friends, possesses 
any inkling as to the true character of 
his political sympathies. lie is equally 
courteous and gracious to Lord Salis- 
bury and to 5Ir. Gladstone. He has 
both .tory and liberal statesmen to 
stay with him in the county at Sand- 
ring-ham; he has even shown marked 
civility to Irish home rulers, so much 
so, indeed that, there are some people 
on both .sides of thej Atlantic who 
fondly imagine that the prince is al- 
most a fenian. Jsoonc, however, kno\vs 
anything on the subject "for sure;" 
and hence, when the prince comes to 
the throne, he may be expected to fig- 
ure as a model of all constitutional 
monarchs, holding an impartial bal-, 
ance between the two great political 
parties, and being absolutely free from 
any suspicion of inclining more to the 
one than to the other. And were, the 
prince to die before succeeding to the 
throne he will be remembered both in 
England and 011 the continent as the 
man of the present era who wus dis- 
tinguished among all his contempor- 
aries for possessing in the highest de- 
gree that most indispensable of all vir- 
tues, namely, tact.

FRAUDS IN ANTIQUITIES. 


Ancient TreKSures Mannfacturml In Ku«- 


»i» and Freely Sold ax Original*. 


- The ingenious Russian peasantry 
seem to have been developing with 
rather restless rapidity a taste for an- 
cient art, not with the view of enjoy- 
ing the possession of its treasures, but 
of passing them off upon eager collect- 
ors. 
Itseems, from a recent statement 


by lit. Relnach, says the Illustrated 
London News, that within the last fif- 
teen years a regular system of manu- 
facturing antiguities has been carried 
on in certain villages in southern Rus- 
sia, especially in the governments of 
Kherson and Taurida. It is admitted 
that the imitations are often as good 
as the originals might be—siipjTOsing 
any originals to exist—-for the modern 
Russians of those parts seem to have 
inherited a highly inventive faculty 
from their Greek.ancestors. 


The objects are especially confined 


to gold and silver ornaments, in which 
the Crimea is generally said to have 
been at one time peculiarly rich. The 
museum of Odessa has not escaped im- 
position, and it is even whispered that 
the antiquaries and archaeologists of 
that city have on more than one occa- 
sion devoted the time of their meeting's 
to the discussion and admiration of ob- 
jects of very doubtful origin. The re- 
markable thing about these forgeries, 
apart from the skill shown in working 
in an antique style, -is the knowl- 
edge of ancient Greek which the for- 
gers display. In one case an inscrip- 
tion of six hundred letters was intro- 
duced into an ornament, nnd no gram- 
matical or orthographical fault was 
discovered by those by whom it was 
examined. Terra cotta figures more or 
less resembling those of Tanagra are 
also produced in large numbers in 
some disti icts of southern Russia, bxat 
these are chiefly exported, while the 
gold and silver objects are retained for 
home consumption.

A shocking accident took place^ yes- 


terday afternoon about 4:30 o'clock, on 
the line of the 15. & 0. S. W., on Tenth 
street, between Offnere and Lincoln, as 
the result of which Ora Ingalls, ;v nine- 
year-old lad, lost his left leg. 


Young Ingalls was on his way home 


from school, when the freight came 
ajong, and he attempted to board tile 
caboose. The train was moving pretty 
rapidly, and in some manner he fell on 
the traclc, between the cars. He en- 
deavored to escape from his perilous 
position, but his left leg was caught 
and ground to pieces beneath the mer- 
ciless wheels. 


The boy was at once conveyed to a 


residence near by, and Drs. Sellards, 
Crawford .and Ualdcrman summoned, 
a hasty examination revealed the fact 
that it would be necessary to ampu- 
tate the left leg about three inches 
below the knee, which was,accord- 
ingly done. The boy was subsequently 
removed to the home of his uncle, 
Thomas McLaughlin with whom he 
resides, and is now resting as com- 
fortably as could be expected. 


Those who saw the 
accident say 


that the only wonder is, that Ingalls 
was not killed outright and it was 
only his extraordinary agility that 
saved his life. 
It seems that no 


amount of warning can keep young- 
sters from attempting to board mov- 
ing trains. Almost every day some of 
them have hair breath escapes, but 
they keep rigVt on nevertheless. The 
practice of jumping trains usually has 
but one ending, and of that young 
Ingalls is a sad example.

R«pnr£ »s to tho Administration of Ctift- 


tnuis AfftUrR at t?»o Worl«l'» Fair. 


Secretary Carlisle lately sent to the 


house a long report from John M. 
Clark, late collector of customs at Chi- 
cago, relating to fcbc administration of 
customs affairs at the World's Colum- 
bian exposition. The fact that a total 
of about four million passengers were 
carried in safety to the lake in the 
vicinity of the city, the report says, is 
an eloquent testimony to the officers 
and men of the revenue marine service. 
The business.of the exposition in th'e 
matter of the foreign exhibits, the col- 
lector points out; appears to have been 
so conducted that loss to the revenue, 
if there has been any, has been sosmuli 
as to be immaterial. It is believed that 
the lilies and penalties collected and 
paid into the treasury from those de- 
tected in attempts to defraud the reve- 
nue have amounted to. more than any 
loss the government may'possibly have? 
sustained from attempts that were suc- 
cessful. 


Exhibits were received _at the expo- 


sition from sixty different foreign na- 
tions, states and colonies. They con- 
sisted ot 102,000 packages, valued in the 
statement of the exhibitors at S14,7!)7,- 
093, 
and required about 8,000 cars to 


transport them. 
Of these goods about. 


25 per cent, have reranincd in this coun- 
try. The result of the appraisements 
of those entries for consumption or rc- 
warehonse, including value of goods in 
which no invoices were received, was 
to show an average increase of about 
50 per cent, on foreign estimates of 
value made 113'the exhibitor. The goods 
entered for consumption paid the aver- 
age duty of 27.04 per cent. 
Assuming 


this to have been a fair average of the 
duty on all exhibits, tlie collector esti- 
mated the American value of foreign 
exhibits at 828,000,000. The packages 
acquired by various universities, col- 
leges, schools, museums, etc., were 
0,823, valued at §1,552,230.

,the head of tlie enterprise is Mr. M. O 
Maddy, a well known charcoal maiui 
iactur-er and capitalist, of Lawrenc 
county, while the company includes 
some of the best known citizens of 
Irbnton,: Huntington, Cincinnati' and 
Portsmouth: Mr.'SIa'ddy has been in- 
terested in several similar movements, 
havinjr established Maddyville, Coal 
Grove, Wentwell, and other growing 
towns'. That he has confidence in the 
future of Holcomb City is evidenced in 
the fact that he has removed his fam- 
ily to the new town,.and will make jt 
his permanent home.'The company 
owns 30 acres of land, which is platted 
and lies in an excellent location be- 
tween Dry run and Brush creek, ia 
Harden township.
